DETAILED ACTION 

This is the First Office Action in response to the above identified patent 
application filed on February 20, 2004. 



Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains the legal 
phraseology "means" (line 5). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Priority 

3. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 09/720596, filed December 26, 2000. A reference to the prior 
application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on 
the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e), 1 20, 1 21 , or 365(c). See 
37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 20, 1 21 , or 365(c), the reference 
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must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all 
nonprovisional applications. If the application is a utility or plant application filed under 
35 U.S.C. 1 1 1 (a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference to the prior 
application must be submitted during the pendency of the application and within the 
later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from 
the filing date of the prior application. If the application is a utility or plant application 
which entered the national stage from an international application filed on or after 
November 29, 2000, after compliance with 35 U.S.C. 371 , the specific reference must 
be submitted during the pendency of the application and within the later of four months 
from the date on which the national stage commenced under 35 U.S.C. 371(b) or (f) or 
sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application.

A benefit claim filed after the required time period may be 
accepted if it is accompanied by a grantable petition to accept an unintentionally 
delayed benefit claim under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121 and 365(c). The petition must 
be accompanied by (1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 120 or 1 19(e) and 37 CFR 
1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) to the prior application (unless previously submitted), (2) a surcharge 
under 37 CFR 1 .17(t), and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the 
claim was due under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was 
unintentional. The Director may require additional information where there is a question 
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whether the delay was unintentional. The petition should be addressed to: Mail Stop

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 8-10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Daoud et al. (USP 5,893,838) in view of Williams (USP 3,593,829). 

Daoud et al. discloses an injector head provided therein with a syringe (20) filled 
with a contrast medium, comprising: a plunger capable of reciprocating in a direction of 
movement of a piston in said syringe; plunger drive means (82) for converting rotary 
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motion of a motor to linear motion in order to supply reciprocation to said plunger; and 
safety means in the form of an electric switch (90) for stopping the motor when said 
plunger moves beyond a predetermined position. 

Daoud et al. does not disclose restraining rotation of the motor shaft by a 
mechanical operation, but shows electric means (90) for stopping the motor. However, 
it was known in the art to provide a screw device with a mechanical stop arrangement 
for stopping a motor shaft from rotation when the screw device reaches a 
predetermined position. For example, the prior art to Williams shows a screw device 
having a locking means (20,25), and trigger means (18-20) for actuating the locking 
means. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to replace the electric stop means of Daoud et al. with a 
mechanical stop means, as taught by Williams, motivation being to provide a positive 
and secure arrangement for stopping the movement of the syringe when it reaches a 
predetermined position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 11-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
